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Deadlock continues — no principal

Wilmington High School is still 
without a principal, and it looks 
like it could be a long time 
before someone is selected for 
the job, The school committee 
and Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Carol Sager are at a total 
stalemate, with the majority of 
the committee rigidly standing 
by one candidate, William Fay, 
principal of the West  In- 
termediate School; while Dr. 


Sager is committed to two 
others, David Sweeney, 
assistant principal at Foxboro 


High School; and Dr. Joseph 
Connelly, principal of the North 
Intermediate School. Since the 
board can only vote on those 
candidates recommended by the 
superintendent, and since the 
superintendent indicated on 
July 18 that those are the only 
two candidates she intends to 
recommend at this time, the 
process is at a total standstill 


And most committee members 
contend that it may be this way 
for quite some time. 

There are, however, several 
rumors and _ accusations 
clouding the issue. Accusations 
have been made by committee 
member Linda McMenimen and 
various town residents that 
several board members had 
decided on a candidate prior to 
holding any interviews. Phil 
Fenton admitted that he had 
been biased toward Fay 
throughout the process because 
of the work Fay had done at the 
West Intermediate School, but 
said he did not make a final 
decision until well after the 
interviews were completed. 

Both McMenimen and Dr. 
Sager said several board 
members indicated that they 
felt Sweeney would do well at 
Wilmington High School. The 
other board members deny that 
they had chosen a candidate 


Winchester rumor

prior to the interviews, and they 
strongly deny ever stating that 
Sweeney would work out well at 
WHS. Anthony Accardi, Phil 
Fenton, and John Brooks all said 
that Sweeney did not meet their 
qualifications for a high school 
principal 

“My biggest disappointment 
in this whole process,” Brooks 
explained, “is that out of the 46 
candidates from outside this 
system, I did not see one that I 
could vote for, and I say that on 
the strength of a l6 year recond 
on the schoo! committee and a 
nine year record on the board of 
selectmen, where | interviewed 
hundreds. of potential workers 
for this town.” 

Differences in priorities may 
very well be the key to the 
deadlock between Sager and the 
board, Fenton, Accardi and 
Brooks stressed proven ex- 
perience as a principal at the 
secondary level as top priority.

academic background is not as 
important as experience.Brooks 
said a person does not have to 
take courses to benefit in- 
tellectually, but could Jearn 
from every day experience as 
well as reading 

Dr. Sager’s priorities in 
choosing a candidate seem to be 
slightly different than those 
stated by these three board 
members. She stresses a 
“‘pertinent experiental 
background” with knowledge of 
the current problems facing 
WHS and past experience in 
treating similar problems at 
other high schools. She also 
Stresses that the ideal candidate 
would ‘‘be an instructional 
leader more than a_ building 
manager,” and has mentioned 
on several occasions the need 
for a person who has “kept 
current” in the trends of 
education by advancing his own 
education.

of Linda McMenimen, has 
quarreied with Sager over the 
qualifications of her candidates 
as opposed to theirs. Many 
residents also question the 
various candidates’ 
qualifications. ‘Naturally, the 
townspeople know something 
about the inside candidates, but 
they know nothing about the 
outside candidates unless they 
were at the interviews," Mc- 
Menimen said. She added that 
there were less than 20 people 
present at the interviews. There 
were over 100 people at Mon- 
day's meeting. Below is a chart 
listing the experience and 
educational background of the 
six candidates, as explained by 
Dr. Sager. 

Dr. Sager has been accused by 
many board members and 
citizens of refusing to nominate 
Fay due toa personality conflict 
that may exist between the two 
of them. She said, ‘‘a boss does 
not have a personality conflict 
with her workers.” On the 
contrary, she explained, the 
workers may have a conflict 
with the boss to whom they are 
ultimately responsible. She said 
she and Fay have disagreed 
philosophically in the past. And 
it Fay did apply for the 
superintendent's seat when Dr. 
Sager did. McMenimen did state 
that it was fair to say that Dr. 
Sager had indicated that she 
would not be able to work with 
Fay as high school principal. 

When asked why she called 
Fay infor an interview.if she did 
not feel he was qualified, she 
said she felt that if she hadn't 
called him for an interview the 
committee would have 
demanded it, since it has been 
past practice to give all can- 
didates from within the 
Wilmington “school system a 
chance at an interview. Fenton 
agreed that the committee 
probably would have requested 
that Fay be called in an in- 
terview, but added that if Dr. 
Sager indicated to the com- 
mittee prior to the interviews 
that she strongly felt Fay was 
not qualified, they may have 
gone along with her. Once Fay 
was granted an interviewed, 
members assumed he, as well as 
the other candidates in- 
terviewed, were all people that 
Dr, Sager would feel com- 
fortable with as high school 
principal. 

Another popular accusation 
throughout the process is that 
the majority of the board is 
committed to voting for Fay 
simply because they owe him a 
favor. Resident Anne Linehan 
and other local people made this 
statement at the July 18 
meeting. 

Fay served on the school 
committee, while he was 
teaching in Tewksbury. He 
resigned from the committee, 
and shortly thereafter was hired 
as principal of the North In- 
termediate School. Brooks is the 
only member of the current 
committee who was there when 
Fay was a member. 

A large, outspoken group of 
townspeople have comeout in 
favor-of Fay, avd. mauy hoard 


members have admitted to 
receiving phone calls urging 
them to vote in his favor. Linda 
McMenimen said she received a 
few calls threatening she would 
not be re-elected if she didn't 
vote for Fay. Many people who 
spoke out in favor of Fay at the 
meeting Monday were somehow 
connected to him, either through 
family ties or past dealings. Bill 
Gustus, for instance, is Fay's 
cousin. 

There has been speculation 
that of Fay’s widespread town 
support may have something to 
do with the strong backing he 
receives from two board 
members. Both Bridget Zukas 
and Fenton are up for re- 
election in April, and several 
residents have said this may 
have something to do with their 
strong support of Fay. This, 
however, is only speculation. 

Fenton said one of his main 
reasons for supporting Fay is 
due to the way he turned the 
“Wild, Wild West'’ around. 
Prior to Fay becoming principal 
at the West Intermediate School, 
he explained, there were severe 
discipline problems there, with 
10 or 15 children virtually 
running the school. Before Fay 
took over, he went on, children 
at the West did not receive the 
same education as the children 
at the North Intermediate 
School, because the academic 
atmosphere at the North was far 
superior to the West due to the 
discipline problems at the latter 
Within 17 months after Fay 
became principal there, he 
added,the school was turned 
around. Fenton believes the high 
school could benefit the same 
way. 

Sager, on the other hand, said 
children at the high school are 
basically good and do not need a 
firm disciplinarian as much as 
they need an educational role 
model 

Former school committee 
member James Demos said he 
was disappointed with the way 
the whole process is being 
carried out. He said the 
superintendent is the person 
“best qualified to make a 
management decision”, such as 
choosing a high school principal. 
“I never felt qualified in nine 
years on the school committee,” 
he explained, *‘to make a 
decision within the system 
because I'm not there every 
day.” 

Demos, who was’ the only 
committee member to vote 
against appointing Sager as 
superintendent in January 1982, 
said that if he were on the board 
he would not vote for any of the 
candidates, since he feels the 
board should have a wider range 
of highly qualified people who 
are current high school prin- 
cipals applying for the post. 

As a compromise solution to 
the problem he suggested, as 
McMenimen has for weeks now, 
to repost the position and start 
fresh, More immediately, he 
suggests the superintendent 
should go down the list of can- 
didates allowing the board to 
vote on each one. She should

ssmate in that film, There 
was Eddie Waters, riding on the 
running board of Roosevelt's 
ear, at Yalta. Eddie was the 
rear guard, on the President's 
side of the car, and Rupert had a 
good view of him. It was the 
surprise of Rupert's life. 

And, on the 15th of July, 1983, 
they met to talk over the events.

Telephone company breakup 
will cause changes in service 


“There are going to be a lot of 
changes in the way you do 
business with us," Cynthia 
Austin told members of the 
Rotary Club of Tewksbury 
during a recent meeting.

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Town seeks $800,000 
in unbilled water charges 


In an effort to catch up on 
some $800,000 in previously 
unbilled water overage charges, 
Tewksbury selectmen, acting as 
the board of public works, voted 
last Wednesday to send the 6700 
residential water customers five 
split bills. They voted the 
program after Town Counsel 
Charles Zaroulis said the town 
had legal rights to collect back 
bills for services already ren- 


five bills will reflect 
overage charges that have not 
been billed since 1981, a period 
of 30 months. In addition, 
regular payments for upcoming 
months will be added to each 
bill. But, instead of using the 
past practice of reading meters 
to determine exactly how much 
each customer used over the 
48,000 gallons a year covered 
under minimum bills, the town 
has averaged out the bills and 
distributed an even overage 
charge to all residential users 

That averaged out charge 
amounts to $3 a month in 
overage bills. On top of that, the 
board voted to raise the $64 
minimum bill to a flat rate of 
$100 a year. That $100 flat rate 
will be in effect until the water 
meter replacement program 
has been completed. 

The concept of spreading the 
overage charges out over five 
bills replaced Superintendent of 
Public Works Phil Pattison’s 
recommendation to bill the 30 
month overages all at once. 

Under Pattison's proposal, the 
town would have billed $90 in 
past overage charges in addition 
to the $32 minimum charge for 
the first six months of 1983 on the 
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next water bill. That bill would 
have totaled $122, 

Pattison recommended that 
billing practice in an effort to 
get caught up with all overages 
at once. He told The Town Crier 
Friday that he felt the $122 bill 
also would have made 
customers unhappy only. once. 
He said he “‘guesstimated” that 
15 percent of the residential 
customers would have filed for 
abatements in the water 
department office and that all 
complaints would have been 
heard at once. 

But, board memeber Bill 
Hallisey suggested the impact 
be lessened by spreading the 
payments out over five bills. He 
was supported by Chairman 
Paul Sullivan and Selectman 
Charlie Coldwell. 

Under Hallisey’s proposal, the 
next bill residential customers 
receive will total $68. Some $36 
of that reflects overage charges 
for 1981 while the remaining $32 
will reflect the minimum charge 
for the first six months of 1983. 

After that first bill, some $54 
in overages for 1982 and the first 
six months of 1983 will remain 
unbilled. The board voted to bill 
that $54 in four equal amounts of 
$13.50 each. Also on each of the 
next four bills will be a $25 
charge reflecting the new flat 
rate charge of $100 a year. 

In dollars and cents, the new 
program means each of the 6700 
residential customers will get a 
first bill of $68 and then four 
subsequent bills of $38.50 each, 

Pattison hopes to collect some 
$1.4 million in water revenue for 
fiscal 1984 
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Tech committee votes for private 
contractor, instead of janitors

Shawsheen Tech's hotly 
debated issue of hiring outside 
contractors to replace the full 
time maintenance staff in an 
attempt to make up for over 
$100,000 cut from their state aid 
reimbursements was resolved 
Tuesday when the school 
committee voted 5-3 to eliminate 
the custodians. Board members 
Ken Buffum and Bernard Hoar 
of Billerica and Jack Murphy of 
Burlington were opposed to the 
layoffs, and Tewksbury’s 
Richard Griffin, who had 
previously been undecided, was 
not present at the meeting. 

The decision met with strong 
disapproval from most of the 
over 100 spectators, many of 
whom were custodians at the 
school as well as other area 
schools. Directly after the vote 
was taken, several custodians 
and custodial union members 
began yelling and returning 
their keys to the school to the 
board, while one man even 
removed his shirt and flung it at 
the committee. Two policemen 
eventually disbursed the group. 

Prior to voting on this issue, 
the board and members of the 
custodians’ union held a lengthy 
discussion on other possible 
areas where money could be cut 
Union members proposed 
several cuts that would being 
the total $202,139 anticipated 
custodial costs down by $79,000. 
The cuts would come from 
vings in electricity, 
establishing their own security 
force, and eliminating ail 
overtime. Many of the figures 
presented by the union were 


disputed by board members, 
however, and no action was 
taken on any of them. The 
estimated cost of hiring outside 
contractors for cleaning ser- 
vices would be $91,000. 

Before voting to eliminate the 
custodians, Wilmington’s 
committeeman Frank McLean 
and Billerica’s Bernard Hoar 
recommended cuts of over 
$20,000, which the board 
unanimously approved. These 
cuts included $2,500 saved by 
changing the switchboard 
operator's job from 12 months to 
10 months, $5000 saved by 
eliminating insurance on outside 
student projects that the 
business manager was assured 
was unnecessary, $9494 saved by 
eliminating a clerk’s job in the 
school office, and $6988 cut from 
library aid. 

At that point, however, no 
further cuts were discussed and, 
Bedford committeeman Joseph 
Rogers moved that the board 
vote on hiring an outside firm to 
come in and clean the school and 
lay off 12 custodians. This 
sparked quite a discussion. 

The board was told that many 
problems could result from not 
having their own custodial staff 
Many people told the board that 
the brunt of the cuts needed 
should not be absorbed solely by 
the custodians, but should be 
made in all areas. 

Union members tried fiercely 
to hold onto their jobs, agreeing 
to a pay freeze, and some 
members said they would even 
be willing to take a reduction in 
pay, According to union 
representative Steve Styker, the

custodians had previously 
refused a pay cut because the 
proposal included a cut of $6,500 
per person annually. The 
average annual wage of a 
custodian there is $16,000. 

Steve Styker told the com- 
mittee that the union would also 
not agree to be put on a recall 
list at the board originally 
proposed it, because the board 
proposal called for recalling 
people not based on seniority but 
based on who was most ef- 
fective. All other personnel 
throughout the school system 
who are recalled are based on 
seniority, he said, and the same 
system should be used for 
custodians 

One man asked the committee 
if they had checked whether the 
two companies that bid on the 
work had been registered with 
the attorney general’s office or 
if there had been any complaints 
or suits filed against the com- 
pany. No one from the board 
answered this question. He also 
asked the board who would 
replace any stolen items, and 
Chairman Anthony Mazzone of 
Bedford told him that the school 
department would have to face 
those costs themselves. Ac- 
cording to this man, he works 
with a 15 man shift supervising 4 
buildings, and on- the average 
three IBM typewriters valued at 
about $1500 each are stolen 
nightly, allegedly by the con- 
tracted maintenance workers. 

Another issue regarding 
contracted help is that they are 
not required to scrape and 
repaint floors, according to 
Brooks, but, he added, the 
custodians weren't required to 
do this either. Union man Bob 
Doherty asked how many 
custodians had to do that type of 
work, but he was silenced by 
Chairman Mazzone. 

There are other problems with 
not having a full time custodian 
or custodial staff on duty 
Doherty mentioned how he and 
several other custodians 
shoveled out the school during 
blizzards. An outside firm hired 
for cleaning only would not 
come in toshovel the school. The 
committee would have to hire 
other outside firms for that,too. 
In cases where pipes break or 
other unexpected problems 
arise, there would be no one in 
the building to tend to these 
emergency situations. And who 
would clean up if a sick child 
vomits in a classroom during the 
day? 

The custodians asked the 
board to hold off on this issue 
and consider an alternative 
security system to save money 
Currently, the school pays 
Billerica police over $39,000 
annually to watch the building. 

After the vote was taken, 
union members met outside the 
committee room, where Styker 
told them that the union will be 
filing an unfair labor practice 
complaint against the com 
mittee. Both he and Doherty 
allege that Bedford School 
committee member and 
chairman Anthony Mazzone 
works at RCA in Burlington as 
the labor management super- 
visor, where he also oversees 
the work done by that com. 
pany's contracted cleaning 
service. RCA’s cleaning service, 
they allege, is provided by 
Coastal Maintenance, a New 
Hampshire based firm that was 
also’ the low bidder Aor 
Shawsheen Tech's cleanmg 
According to Doherty, Mazzone 
is also friends with Coastal’s 
president John Hawkins. Both 
Doherty and Styker fee! Ma 
zone wanted outside contractors 
simply to do a favor for his

friends and had no concern for 
those people who lost their jobs 

Another problem with Coastal 
and the second lowest bidder is 
that they are located outside 
Mass., according to Hoar. He 
said that the president and 
treasurer of the New Hampshire 
based Coastal are located in 
Roxbury, Ma. and New York 
respectively, while the president 
and treasurer from the second 
lowest bidder are located in 
Sweden and Georgia 

Doherty and others were very 
bitter about the situation. “I 
won't quit until the day I stop 
breathing because a total in- 
justice was done in there,” 
Doherty said after the meeting. 
“Maybe he (Mazzone) can tell 
them (custodians) where their 
next meal is going to come from, 
because there's just no jobs out 
there,” 

This situation evolved because 
Shawsheen Tech's school 
department heard that they will 
be receiving less aid from state 
reimbursements than they 
received last year. The Tech’s 
budget is approved by the school 
department and the money they 
receive from area towns is voted 
long before the state notifie: 
them as to how much aid they 
can expect to receive. School 
Business Manager Bob Brooks 
explained that in anticipating 
state aid, he and the board 
figured the school would receive 
as much as it did last year. 
Usually, they receive more. This 
year, however, they wil! be 
receiving considerably less in 
regional-school aid, and Brooks 
said he doesn't have any ex- 
planation why the money is 
being cut 

Originally, the school com 
mittee expected to receive up to 
$300,000 less from the state, but 
Brooks said that figure has been 
cut back to about $115,000 
because money that they had 
expected to have cut was 
restored. 

Both Brooks and the school 
committee hope they won't run 
into a similar problem in the 
future. Now that they know what 
to anticipate in terms of state 
aid, they can request more from 
the area towns to cover this 
difference.

While some departments 

heads have told the T: 
Town Crier that they'll be able 
to handle the cuts in their 
budgets made at the June 
special town meeting, others are 
saying that they're hoping that 
demand on their budgets will not 
be as great as anticipated. 

But, the council on aging is 
‘one of the ents that will 
be able to absorp their cut. They 
were cut $1000 in their operating 
budget. 

Chairman Paul McAskill said 
the $15,400 the council has left in 
their operating budget should 
get them through the year, but 
only because the state awarded 
the council grant monies to 
repair some roof repairs in the 
Chandler Street Senior Citizens 
Drop-in Center. 

He also said that asking 
seniors to help fund tran- 
sportation for field trips has 
freed up funds to pay for utilities 
in the building. 

The council used to sponsor 
and pay transportation cost for 
an annual senior day at 
Salisbury Beach: But tran- 
sportation for that trip is not 
funded unless their is money in 
the budget, last year there was 
none. 

Another reason for McAskill’s 
optimism on handling the cut is 
the fact that the council's fiscal 
1984 operating budget is some 
$3700 more than what they had 
last year. 

Both McAskill and Senior 
Coordinator Linda Ricardo say 
that the council has always Tun a 
tight budget and usually return 
money to the town at the end of 
the year, They also say that the 
Golden Age Club’ has assisted 
the council on many occassions 
with funding for field trip buses 
and other funds to help the 
center 

McAskill said he submitted a 
higher budget to town meeting 
because of what he says was a 30 
percent increase in the price of 
natural gas to heat the building 
last year. 

“Our budget is about one-third 
of what other towns our size get 
to operate (their senior centers 
with),"" said McAskill. ‘‘We 
operate on a pretty thin 
budget,” he said and added that 
the center gets some help from 
the golden age chub and seniors 
who pay for their own tran- 
sportation on council sponsored 
field trips. 

Ricardo said that their are 
always things in the center that 
need repair or maintaining and 
added that the council tries to do 
those projects with grant 
monies, But, she said, what ever 
grants do not cover, the council 
has to fund from their operating 
budget, 

McAskill said that the 
council’s fiscal 1983 operating 
budget was more of a problem 
than what the fiscal 1984 budget 
will pose. He said the 2'4 percent 
cut the council took last year 
was deep especially when the 
cost of natural gas rose. He 
added that without grant monies 
recently awarded to the center, 
then problems with the center's 
roof caused by last year’s snow 
falls would not have been able to 
be repaired. 

Another department that is 
fairly lucky to come out of the 
special town meeting without a 
massive cut is the town clerk's 
office. Town Clerk Elizabeth 
Carey said that the $300 cut in 
her capital outlay budget will

force her to put off the purchase 
of an typewritter. 

She said her office currently 
has two 12 year old typewritters 
that should have'been replaced a 
long time ago, but were only 
recently recommended for 
replacement at the annual town 
meeting. 

Carey got $900 in her capital 
outlay account at the annual, 
only to see it trimmed by $300 at 
the recent speical. With the cut, 
she says she'll now be able to 
replace only one of the 
typewritters in her office, an 
office in which two clerk's spend 
75 percent of their work time is 
typing. 

Carey is not alone in 
struggling with a reduction in 
her capital outlay account. 
Selectmen's Executive 
Secretary Ruth Auburt, who is 
responsible for operating the 
town hall, says a $4000 cut in the 
town hall outlay account will put 
plans to insulate the town hall 
auditorium windows on hold. 
Had that project been funded, 
the town hall's heating account 
would have reduced itself 

‘Auburt said that similar in- 
sulation projects were done last 
year when all town hall office 
windows were insulated with a 
hard plastic sheet to keep heat in 
the building. That move was 
recommended in an energy 
audit done two years ago. The 
second ‘half of the project was 
the insulation of the auditorium 
windows. 

“And they're gone. We just 
won't put them in,” Auburt said. 

There is still $1500 in the town 
hall outlay account, but that 
money is for purchasing new 
voting booths that will be needed 
when the town expands to seven 
voting precincts in 1984. 

Auburt watches over the 
selectmen's and town hall 
budgets. She also oversees some 
of the “‘unclassfied" budgets as 
well. 

Auburt said that the recent 
$1000 cut in town hall operating 
coupled with a $2000 cut 
received at the annual town 
meeting has reduced that 
budget from a requested $23,500 
to $20,500. The vast majority of 
that budget, $17,000 to be exact, 
is used for paying utilities costs, 
including telephone for all town 
hall offices. 

Auburt said she asked all town 
hall offices to keep their phone 
bills within a certain limit. She 
said she sent letters to all town 
hall offices asking them to keep 
their bills within a percentage 
amount of last year’s. 

Auburt also said that the 
selectmen's operating budget, 
reduced by $1000 atthe special 
town meeting, will be reduced 
by trying to keep the number of 


town meetings down, or 
reducing the size of the annual 
town report. 


Auburt said that the annual 
town meeting gave her the 
$16,115 she requested for 
operating the selectmen’s office 
and suffered the $1000 cut. She 
said the selectmen’s operating 
budget pays for the printing of 
the town meeting warrants and 
the annual town report and that 
she is hoping for only three 
speical town meetings this year. 

“It could be at the end of the 
year we'll be short,’ she said 
after saying that she hopes for 
only three town meetings this 


year. 
But the biggest problem 
Auburt and the selectmen face is 
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the $30,000 reduction in the 
street lighting account. Auburt 
estimates that it will take about 
$110,000 to keep all the lights 
currently lite on. But with the 
reduction it could mean one- 
third of the lights will go out. 

But turning off lights is not as 
easy as saying every third light. 
The ultimate decision rests with 
the selectmen. 

Auburt says the issue of which 
lights will go out is-“going to be 


a controversial ope.” Last year 
the board had to remove some of 
the lights and se esidents 


filed complaints with office. 

The decision to turn off the 
lights was overturned when the 
selectmen asked a speical town 
meeting to allow the town to use 
some federal revenue sharing 
fands to turn them back on. 

Last year the town ordered all 
so-called ‘bug lights’’ shut off 
and several other normal street 
lights. Those normal street 
lights were added back to the 
lighting grid after the revenue 
sharing funds were used. 

But without the luxury of 
shutting off the energy inef- 
ficient bug lights this year, the 
problem the board faces is 
tougher. 

The board could simply decide 
that all the lights added back to 
the grid last year could go off 
again. But, even that may not 
bring the account within the 
means. 

“We're worse off than we 
were when we were having all 
the problems,"’ Auburt said. 

She also said that a resident 
who desires a light to remain on 
can pay a total of $65 a year to 
keep the light glowing, 
something that she said is of- 
fered to residents “‘all the time”. 

And while the selectmen 
wrestle with which street lights 
to shut off, Public Works 
Superintendent Phil Pattison is 
busy trying to find a way to 
reinstate two positions cut from 
his department after losing 
$30,000 in his salary account 
Those positions, Pattison said, 
were not filled but were recently 
created. 

Those positions were added to 
the department so that the $20 
million sewer line that is ex. 
pected to come on line in Sep- 
tember or October can operate 
Pattision is currently scram- 
bling to see if he can put a 
request in the upcoming July 28 
special town meeting that would 
reduce another section of his 
budget by $30,000 so the two 
positions can be added back. 

Pattison hopes to get the two 
positions added back, but is not 
currently sure how he is going to 
reduce other sectors of his 
budget. 

That could be a tough job, as 
the public works budget suffered 
$50,000 in cuts in other budget 
items at the June special 
meeting. hose cuts came in; 
drainage control, $30,000; road 
resurfacing, $10,000; and well 
refurbishing, $10,000. 

Despite those cuts, Pattison 
says his department still came 
away with funds for im- 
provements. He pointed out an 
article the annual town meeting 
approved that will see several 
streets in town get repaved. He 
also said that the selectmen, 
when the recent water 
emergecny hit, allowed him to 
spend some money to clean and 
refurbish several town wells. 
Although that well project was 
approved, the money to pay for 
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the actual work will have to be 
found somewhere. 

Pattison said the cuts in the 
salary budget, if not overturned, 
“is absolutey going to pose an 
immpossible ‘situation."" I 
certainly hope something can be 
worked out."” 

Pattison also said he can 
withstand the cuts in the road 
resurfacing program, as he still 
has more in that account than 
what was in it last year. He had 
$10,000 in the account last year 
and, after the cuts, has $37,000 to 
work with this year. He also said 
that the annual town meeting’s 
approval to use state funds for 
road repaving will mean some 
$600,000 to $700,000 worth of new 
roadway will be paved this year. 

Pattison is also not that 
worried or upset about the cuts 
in the other budget areas, as he 
received more this year in both 
drainage contro! and well 
refurbishing than he did last 
year. 

“I don’t find any problem,” 
Pattison said. “I was treated no 
different than anybody else.” 

But, Patison’s main worry is 
the lose of the two positions. 
“You can’t take over a $21 
million sewer without doing 
something (for funding sewer 
workers.”’) he said. 

He said he planned on hiring 
an assistant for Town Engineer 
Bill Burris, hire a clerical 
worker to handle sewer billing 
and records, and hire an 
maintenance worker who can 
maintain a $2 million pumping 
station on East Street and 
$300,000 pumping stations on 
Brown and Andover Streets. 

The assistant for Burris would 
help review sewer hook-up 
design plans and actual con- 
nections. That position would 
also help inspect the hook-ups. 
Once the sewer comes on line, 
officials expect an onslaught of 
hook-ups to occur. 

Another saiary account that 
got cut was that of the Veterans 
Agent Anthony Gizzi. Gizzi also 
doubles as the town's Labor 
Service Director, a position 
created when the state man- 
dated that each community 
create its own labor service 
department. That departmet 
will assume all the state’s 
records for applicants seeking 
labor related positions and will 
maintain labor lists, advertise 
for new positions and handle the 
files of those applicants. Gizzi 
got that job last year. 

Apparently a step increase 
was taken away when the 
special town meeting voted to 
trim his veterans service salary 
account by $1400. Gizzi had 
sought $30,446 in salaries for 
fiscal 1984, but got only $29,446 at 
the annual town meeting and 
was trimmed again by $1400 at 
the recent special. His salary he 
said, is being brought down to 
about $11,000 from about the 
$13,000 he was expecting. 

Gizzi has been veterans agent 
for four years and said his ap- 
pointment as labor service 
director has not been entirely 
taken away 

“There's not much you can do 
about it,” he said and added the 
cuts “had to come from 
somewhere.” 

The veterans service budget 
also suffered a cut in aid to 
veterans at both the annual town 
meeting and the special town 
meeting. Gizzi had requested 
$57,000 as a figure for aid, but 
was cut $7,000 each at the annual 
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and special town meeting. 
Veterans aid, Gizzi said, is 

used to assist those military 
veterans, “‘who are really 
destitute and need (financial) 
help.” The aid comes mostly in 
the form of medical payments, 
rent subsidies, and partial 
utilities payments. 

There are currently about 24 
veterans receiving aid in town 
and Gizzi said his department 
channeled some $58,000 to 
$60,000 to veterans last year. He 
also said that the aid program is 
state mandated and that the 
state reimburses the town for 
about 75 percent of the aid “it 
doles out. That figure was 
recently upped by the state from 
a 50 percent reimbursement 
level. 

Gizzi said he can’t tell if the 
cuts will hurt his aid budget and 
added that if more aid is applied 
for than what is in the budget he 
can ask for an emergency 
transfer for funds. 

Gizzi also said the veteran 
seeking- aid must first meet 
eligibility guidelines before the 
aid can be granted. The aid 
package drawn up at the local 
level is reviewed and okayed by 
the state, he said. 

Gizzi also said the level of aid 
doled out is contingent upon the 
amount of money in the budget, 
but he did not say that any 
veteran in need would be turned 
away. 

“We'll just try to do the best 
we can with what we've got,” 
Gizzi said. 

The building department may 
also join Pattison in seeking a 
transfer of the cut within their 
budget, according to Building 
Inspector Bill Granfield. He 
said, ‘There's no way I can take 
$1500 out of operating.’’ He will 
seek to transfer $1000 of that cut 
from his operating budget to his 
salary account. That $1000 
figure represents pay for an 
alternate building inspector who 
covers the office when Granfield 
is away on vacation. 

The decision to scrap the 
alternate inspectoris also one 
that he opposes, but one that he 
feels will allow a smoother 
operation of his department 
year round. 

Granfield requested $5150 in 
operating at the annual town 

\meeting, but only got $3500, The 
‘Special town meeting cut $1500 
more. 

“I'm cut to the bone to begin 
with,” he said. “We're rock 
bottom now." 

Granfield opposed any cut to 


his budget, but almost in the 
same breath accepted the cut as 
a fact of life, “We shouldn’t be 
cut,” he said. “We've never 
added to our department," he 
said and pointed out that other 
town departments have in- 
creased their staffs, but his has 
been at its current level of one 
secretary and one building in- 
spector since 1967. 

At the suggestion of the fin- 
com, Granfield said, fees for 
permits issued by him were 
recently doubled to make the 
department ‘self sustaining.” 

But even still, Granfield 
claims, his department can’t 
keep up with the amount of 
paper work involved in 
reviewing plans, performing 
inspections and issuing permits. 

With a $1500 operating account 
cut, Granfield says, “At then 
end of the year I'd go out of 
business." He says he pays $600 
a year for phone bills and gets 
reimbursed some $1700 for using 
his personal’ car while doing 
inspections. The rest of © his 
operating budget goes to pay for 
permit applications, permit 
forms, and related office sup- 
plies. 

“We bring the money in,” 
Granfield said. “We should be 
able to provide the services, But 
I'll do what ever they (voters) 
tell me to do,” 

‘A $2000 cut in the patriotic 
activites committee budget will 
result in less funds available for 
holiday observances. The 
patriotic acivities usaully funds 
a Fourth of July, Memorial Day 
and Veterans Day service. But 
with the lack of a Foruth 
celebration this year, the $6000 
remaining in the budget can be 
used for a celebration sometime 


within the year. 
The fincom did not come away 
from the special meeting 


without damage either. They 
were cut $200 in their salary 
account, The $1000 left in the 
account goes to pay a part time 
secretary for that committee,

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School board undecided on 
demotion of assistant principal

Once again the school com- 
mittee is at a stalemate, only 
this time it isn't related to 
selecting a new principal for the 
high school. Instead, the com- 
mittee is evenly split on a 
decision which would reduce 
Assistant Principal Richard 
Gorham to a classroom teacher. 
Sager advised the committee 
to demote Gorham to teacher, 
not because of personal ability 
but rather because of the recent 
closing of the Swain School 
After shutting down this 
building and removing its 
principal, Mary Driscoll to the 
Wildwood School, the school 
committee had an assistant 
principal with no permanent 
home. Robert Barrett, the 
previous principal of the 
Wildwood School, was moved to 
the Woburn Street School, 
Chairman Peterson explained, 


where he would serve as co 
principal with Dolores Silva. 
Barrett's duties there, however, 
include not only the duties of an 
assistant principal, but also 
those of the director of the 
elementary computer literacy 
program. This means that he 
would occasionally be traveling 
between the eiementery schools 
to aid and instruct teachers 
about how to use the computers 
and their programs to teach 
students. 

Several committee members, 
particularly John Brooks, do not 
like the idea of having an 
assistant or co-principal who is 
not necessarily in the school 
building to assist theprincipat at 
all times. Brooks, Yfong with 
Bridget Zukas and Anthony 
Accardi, did not vote for the 
demotion, but rather requested 
that Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Carol Sager look into other 


Additional first grade set 
for Woburn Street School 


In an effort to reduce class 
size in the first grade at the 
Woburn Street School, the 
Wilmington School Committee 
voted July 13 to hire another 
first grade teacher for that 
school, 

According to Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Carol Sager, 
without this additional teacher, 
there would be 30 children in a 
classroom at the Woburn Street 
School. She explained that there 
are’ more children’ than 
originally anticipated entering 
first grade in the fall, due 
primarily to new children 
moving to town, 

The money for the teacher 
was already in their budget, Dr 
Sager told the committee 
Originally, the committee had 
budgeted for a kindergarten 
teacher, but that position was 
eliminated due to reduced 
enrollments at that level. She 
proposed, however, that those 
funds be used for a first grade 
teacher instead 
The school committee voted 
unanimously to go along with 
Dr. Sager’s proposal. Member 
Anthony Accardi asked if there 
would be any changes in bus 
routes or schedules as a result of 
hiring the additional teacher. 
School Business Manager Frank 
Antonelli assured him that there 
would be no busing changes as a 
result of this decision. 

Committee member Bridget 
Zukas mentioned that the fourth 
grade at the Wildwood School 
also has 30 students in a

classroom, as opposed to the 27 
per class at the Woburn Street 
and 22 per class at, the 
Shawsheen School for that 
grade. Sager explained that the 
difference in the number of 
students per classroom at the 
different elementary schools is 
due primarily to parents 
requesting to move a child to a 
school that their other children 
are attending. 

Zukas asked Dr. Sager to keep 
the Wildwood fourth grade in 
mind if she is able to get a 
teacher's aide. 

Ina related action, the school 
committee voted unanimously 
to hire a part time librarian for 
the Wildwood School 
Previously, there was only one 
part time librarian working at 
that school from 9:00 a.m. until 
noon. The cost of this person 
would be only $2,000, Chairman 
Peterson explained, because 
they are currently paying 
unemployment to a librarian 
who would be more than willing 
to come back to work for the 
schools, This librarian would 
work from noon until 3:00 p.m. 
every day. 

The reason there will be two 
part time librarians instead of 
one full time person is mainly 
due to cost. If they voted to have 
one full time person, not only 
would they be faced with the 
cost of the full time person, but 
they would also have to continue 
unemployment payments to the 
other librarian.

alternatives. 

Brooks later explained that he 
did not vote for the demotion not 
because he was trying to save 
Gorham's job, but rather 
because he felt that there should 
be an assistant principal in the 
Woburn Street School who did 
not also have the duties of the 
director of the computer 
literacy program. The Woburn 
‘Street School, he went on, is one 
of the largest elementary 
Schools in town, with over 700 
students. The only other school 
that even matches that figure is 
the Shawsheen School, and that 
school currently has both 
principal and an assistant 
principal. Brooks said he would 
like to see the same structure at 
the Woburn Street School, even 
if it means having a separate 
principal, assistant principal, 
and computer literacy program 
director 

Of course, refusing to demote 
Gorham causes other problems 
for the school administration 
Because he retains his role as 
assistant principal, Peterson 
explained, contracturally he 
may not teach. The school 
department will have to hire an 
additional teacher. Peterson 
said Gorham was transferred to 
the Wildwood School in an- 
ticipation of his demotion 
because that school needs an 
additional teacher. This will 
mean added expenses for the 
school department on top of the 
additional pay Gorham receives

as an assistant principal which 
he ‘would not receive as a 
classroom teacher. 

There are legal ramifications, 
too. Dr. Sager explained that 
before the committee can vote to 
demote a person, they must send 
him written notificaiton 30 days 
before the vote is to be taken, 
exclusive of customary school 
vacations. This means that the 
notice the board sends to him 
must come 30 days before their 
vote and not during a traditional 
school vacation, such as sum- 
mer or holidays. The next time 
the board could send Gorham 
his notice of their intent to vote 
on his demotion would be the 
first day of school. The vote 
could not be taken up until at 
least 30 days after that time, 
which means he would be 
working for the school system as 
assistant principal for at least 
one month into the school year. 
‘The school department will have 
to find temporary placement for 
him as an ‘assistant principal 
until this matter is resolved. 

During the discussion of this 
issue, Linda McMenimen told 
the committee that if Gorham 
was demoted, he would have the 
recall right for two years and 
could possibly be reinstated as 
assistant principal if another 
person leaves the system of 
retires. 

Brooks countered this com- 
ment with, ‘I'm not an advocate 
for the person being demoted. I 
am an advocate for the 
children."* 

Another issue, as McMenimen 
explained, is the fact that 
Barrett will maintain the title as 
principal “‘out of courtesy for his 
years in the school system. 
Accardi noted, however, that 
Barrett's duties will be those of 
assistant principal and should 
be labeled that way. Otherwise, 
he said, “Why don’t we call Mr. 
Gorham assistant principal for 
the sake of his feelings

After a long absenee, their 
nephew, W. John Neagle, who 
answers to ‘Jack,’ is staying 
with them and making a name 
for himself as a rider at Suffolk 
Downs in East Boston. 

Jack was born in Wilmington 
in 1957, the second of Ken and 
Della Neagle’s four sons. The 
family moved to Virginia after 
only a year, pursuing Ken's 
career as a federal correctons 
officer. When Jack was 16, Ken 
landed the position of Associate 
Warden in Lexington, Kentucky, 
and the family landed in the 
world capitol of horse racing 

Still, Jack had no thought of 
becoming a rider. No member of 
the family had even thought of 
going into racing, and while 
Jack is 5-5 and weighs 114 
pounds, his three brothers are 
all at least six feet. But one day, 
Jack and his eldest brother, Ken 
Jr., were looking for any kind of 
job, when they ran into the farm 
manager of the Kentucky Horse 
Center, who took one look at 
Jack's stature and suggested he 
think about a riding career.

As respected 
trainer, Paul J. Parisi, Jr., puts 
it: “Jack has the experience and 
the ability to do well here, he 
just needs a break with one or 
two of the larger racing stables 
to start riding regularly.” 

Rides like the one on July 2, in 
which Jack guided Impetuous 
Punch to a third place finish in 
the $25,000 Pinafore Stakes at 
odds of 24-1, caught the attention 
of the owner of Its Simple As 
That Stable, who has given him 
first choice on his horses. 

It hasn't been as simple as

save the obvious favorite for 


one at a time, their first choice 
can become their last and their 
last choice came become their 
first. That doesn’t look likely in 
this case, however. He did say, 
though, at this point Sager could 
not nominate Fay and still have 
the respect of many people since 
it would mean backing down on 
everything she has said until 
now. 

Other people offered solutions 
to the current ‘stalemate. Mit- 
chell Spiris, former assistant 
superintendent of Lexington 
schools, told the committee 
Monday that they could appoint 
an acting principal until April. 
That person could be reviewed 
in April, and if they felt he was 
doing an effective job, they 
could vote to keep him in the 
position for another year. 
Fenton said this looks like the 
only viable compromise at this 
time, since he doubts either side 
will relent its position. Mc- 
Menimen made this motion at 
the July 18 meeting, but it was 
not seconded and did not come to 
a vote. 


A few residents at the meeting 
Monday suggested “getting rid 
of Dr. Sager." Dr, Sager has a 
three year contract with the 
school committee which began 
Jamuary; 1982. And, as another 
resident pointed out, the school 
committee that is having sucha 
hard time agreeing on a position 
for high school principal may 
have even greater difficulties 
replacing the superintendent. 

Another problem at the July 18 
meeting was a  misun- 
derstanding on whether or not 
the six candidates who were 
given interviews are finalists for 
the position. Some committee 
members and residents feel that 
if Sager called them in for an 
interview, they must all be 
candidates who she feels are 
qualified for the job. Or, Fenton 
adds, at least they should be. 

Sager, however, said that once 
she received their applications, 
she chose six to interview, but 
interviewing candidates is as 
much a part of the process as 
eliminating the remaining 43 
was. Just because she wanted to 
interview them and give them a 
chance to elaborate on some of 
the items mentioned, or not 
mentioned in their applications, 
does not mean she would hire 
any one of them, she explained. 
This is a hotly debated issue 
between board members and 


Sager since many board 
members fee! she should not 
have interviewed anyone she did 
not feel she could recommend 
for the job. 

The principalship of the high 
school is a highly desirable 
position Sager said, not only 
because it is the highest paid 
principalship, but also because 
it is considered the natural path 
to the  superintendency. 
MeMenimen said the high school 
principal is the most important 
person in the school system next 
to the central administration. 
Another reason, McMenimen 
cites, for the desirability of the 
position is the possibility that 
the school committee may close 
one of the two intermediate 
schools in the next two years. 
That would leave one of the 
principal’s without a job, she 
explained, 

The committee plans to 
continue meeting to resolve this 
issue, though at this time neither 
side has indicated that they may 
give in. Compromise, most of 
the board members have said, is 
the only possible solution, and 
since they all indicate that there 
is no candidate between their 
choice and Sager's that they 
could all agree on, the only 
likely compromise, as Fenton 
said, may be.an acting prin- 
cipal.

It is at the seventeenth or “Q” 
tier that one begins to find the 
memorial stones more diréctly 
connected with us: Reading, 
Woburn, Stoneham, Billerica, 
Wakefield, Lexington, ete 

The plaques representing our 
‘‘neighborhoods’’ read: 
“Lexington 1630; Billerica 1655; 
Reading 1639; | Woburn 1640; 


Del Mangia in Siena, Italy, The height of the monument is 252 feet 
7'4 inches from the groun to the topmost battlement. The site upon 
which it stands, on Town Hill, is almost 100 feet above tidewater 
making it a total height of 353 feet above sealevel 


Wakefield — the oldest part of 
Reading settled 1639 — presented 
by the Wakefield Historical 
Society; Stoneham in- 
corporated 1725...”” 

There are 175 such memorial 
stones in the great monument. 
And when climbing and reading 
the various memorial stones it 
brings a kind of tingle to ones 
yankee blood, and one feels very 
proud, 

The Provincetown Monument 
was erected to commemorate the 
landfall of the Pilgrims at 
Provincetown on November 21, 
1620, and their anchoring in this 
harbor; the adoption, in the cabin 
of the Mayflower on the day of 
arrival, of the Compact of 
government, the first charter of a 
democratic government in the 
world’s history; the birth here of 
Peregrine White, the first white 
child born in New England; the 
death of Dorothy Bradford, the 
wife of William Bradford, af 
terward Govefnor of Plymouth 

‘The monument was erected by 
the Cape Cod Pilgrim Memorial 
Association, members of which 
are in every state of the Union 

‘The land was given by the Town 
of Provincetown. The cost of the 
monument was $95,000.00. Of this 
sum $40,000.00 was given by 
Congress from the National 
Treasury, $25,000.00 by the 
Commonwealth of 

assachusetts, $5,000.00 by the 
Town of Provincetown and the 
remainder by individuals in all 
parts of the state, of the country, 
in sums from $1 to a thousand 
The structure is the property of 
the Cape Cod Pilgrim Memorial 


Association, not of the general 
government nor of the Com- 
monwealth. The expenses for the 
care and maintenance are met 
wholly from the fees of the 
visitors who come every year to 
this historical site 

The cornerstone was laid 
August 20, 1907 by the Grand 
Lodge of Masons in the presence 
of President Theodore Roosevelt, 
who then made an address. The 
monument was dedicated August 
5, 1910. President William Taft 
was present then and addressed 
the people. 

The design of the monument 
was copied from the Tower of 
Torre Del Mangia in Siena, Italy 
The height of the monument is 252 
feet 72 inches from the ground to 
the topmost battlement. The site 
upon which it stands, on Town 
Hill, is 100 feet above tide water, 
making a total height of 353 feet 
above sea level 

The monument is built wholly of 
Maine granite, and is 28 feet 
square at the base. Every stone of 
the structure is of the entire 
thickness of the wall. The arches 
of the Bell Chamber (see picture 
elsewhere) are 30 feet in height 

One of the conditions upon 
which the government ap 
propriation was granted was that 
the monument be given over to 
the government in case of war, as 
an observation station 

The ascent of the monument is 
extremely easy (and reminds one 
of climbing the Statue of Liberty),

did. He was a poor role model for 
Tom. 

Thomas S. Adamezyk, 
L.LC.S.W., a Psychotherapist, 
learned this information about 
the complex family in- 
terrelationships in approximately 
one-half hour. As a consultant to 
private industry and a private 
practitioner in Stoneham, he uses 
genograms in his work 

“The genogram is a useful tool 
in helping a counselor to get to 
know the people he or she is 
treating. It gets them to reveal 


themselves without 
threatened,” he says 
Sponsored by the Community 
Services Department of Mount 
Pleasant Hospital, Adamczyk 
spoke to community members, 
counselors, and industrialists 
about how -to incorporate the 
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genogram into their work. 

The genogram is a diagram 
which looks at the nuclear and 
extended family and maps out 
what has happened to the 
members and what is happening. 
Emotional upheavals, com- 
munication break-offs, ethnicity, 
religion, socio-economic factors 


and diseases, such as alcoholism 
and mental illness are charted 
The counselor then has a history 
and guidelines, in a short amount 
of time, to treat the patient. Also, 
as the counseling sessions go on, 
the genogram can be easily added 
to. 

A client who was totally with- 
drawn committed himself to an 
institution. When Adamezyk did a 
genogram, he discovered that the 
client's mother died on the street 
of a heart attack and that the 
client's sister died on the 
operating table during heart 
surgery. Both women were 42 
years old. The client, who 
recently turned 42, felt that he 
was in a no win situation. The 
genogram quickly revealed this 
pattern. 

“Deaths are important to 
record. Many recordings indicate 
what is going on in the same year. 
It is set up like a family tree 
There are patterns in so many 
families that some people don't 
realize," he says 

Genograms are one diagnostic 
tool many counselors are using as 
part of their work. Besides giving 
counselors insight into the clients 
life patterns, it gives the client a 
means of seeing the patterns and 
subsequently understanding their 
effects.

Analysts say deal may make it easier 
to sell American-made cars in Japan

Fremont, Calif. 

‘The unprecedented pact between two giants of 
automaking — Toyota and General Motors — has world- 
wide significance for the industry, according to leading 
analysts, 

Many details of the “memorandum of understanding” 
signed here Feb, 17 — including hiring, work rules, and 
union representation — remain to be worked out. The 
agreement apparently means that up to 3,000 of the area's 
more than 5,000 laid-off auto workers will have an oppor- 
tunity to go back to work in their old plant 

But unless stopped by either the US Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) or the Japanese government, Toyota 
in late 1984 will begin turning out a front-wheel-drive car 
for General Motors in GM's now-quiet Fremont assembly 
plant. 

Arvid Jouppi, an auto industry analyst in Detroit who 
has represented the industry in talks with Japan's 
automakers, sees a tremendous advance resulting from 
the GM-Toyota pact. The problems involved, he argues, 
“will be minor compared with the benefits. ‘This agree- 
ment presents for the first time a real opportunity for 
homoligation (conformity) of the standards between Ja 
pan and the United States on clean air, safety, paint, anda 
Jot of other things. 


Federaltzing (making a product conform to a nation’s 
product regulations} of a car for sale in Japan raises its 
cost about 80 percent, We've never been able to break that 
bottleneck with Japan — that invisible tariff barrier.’ 

Mr. Jouppi says the US government isn't likely to 
spurn the job-creating opportunity offered by the GM. 
‘Toyota partnership. 

Competitors of GM and Toyota also will face 
conditions. Chrysler Corporation chief exe 
Iacocca has charged that the pact is “fundamentally bad" 
for the industry and would result in a net loss of jobs be 
cause at least half the components for the new car will be 
made in Japan. However, a Chrysler spokesman says that 
the man whose rescue of Chrysler was aided by a tie-in 
with Japanese industrial giant Mitsubishi has no plans at 
present to challenge it before the FTC 

Eiji Toyoda, chairman of Toyota Motor Corporation, 
has indicated that former GM workers wouldn't be guar 
anteed first chance at the new jobs. The response by offi 
cals of United Auto Workers (UAW) Local 1364 and rank- 
and-file members was immediate and angry; they've 
been anticipating the reopening of the Fremont plant 
since word of the GM-Toyota negotiations began to leak 
out weeks ago. One shop committee member said that if 
the company hired people who had never worked at the 
plant before, the newcomers would be met with “a lot of 
hostility. 

Ata press conference Feb. 17, in Fremont, Mr. Toyoda 
and GM chairman Roger B. Smith said the joint venture 
will be a “completely new company” and that its manage 
ment will set the hiring policies for the plant. But the two

Under the pact, 200,000 subcompact cars a year would 
be produced for up to 12 years. Each firm will invest $150 
million in the venture, with the Fremont plant accounting 
for $130 million of GM's contribution. Besides the existing 
plant, which will be retooled and “roboticized,”” a new 
parts-stamping plant will be built, probably in Fremont. 
And several other plants in the US will supply components 
for the cars. All this, it is said, could produce up to 9,000 
additional jobs. 

Toyota will provide an executive to run the operation, 
and a board of directors with equal membership from each 
company will be formed. Profits will be equally shared 
And — something that makes veteran US auto workers 
cringe and accounts for Toyota's desire to have freedom to 
hire new workers — employees must be capable of work 
ing in a plant where a third or more of the tasks are per 
formed by robots, 

Industry observers say the arrangement provides 
Toyota a means of “getting around” voluntary US import 
quotas accepted by the Japanese. Of the 2.2 million vehi 
cles Toyota marketed in 1982, 530,246 were sold in the US 
GM, whieh hi len behind in small-car competition with

of that in the famous Campanile 
San Marco in Venice, taking the 
place of the usual flight of stairs. 

Pilgrim Monument is the tallest 
all granite structure in the U.S. 
and, with the exception of the 
Washington Monument, it is the 
loftiest shaft of solid construction 
in the country. 

The story of how the granite 
was brought in vessels from the 
quarry at Stonington, Maine, and 
unloaded at Provincetown is a 
very interesting one. You will be 
given the history of the 
monument in every detail when 
you visit it. 

The work of constructing the 
interior works was completed on 
March 29, 1910, although some 
details even then remained in- 
complete. These included the 
bronze grills at the window 
openings, bronze railings in the 
arches of the belfry, the massive 
oak doors at the entrances, and 
the close wooden shutters, which 
serve to keep out the storms of 
winter. All these details were 
completed and the final blows 
struck, in the erection of the 
structure, in June 1910. The 
bronze tablet over the south en- 
trance was placed in position 
about the first of August, a few 
days before the dedicatory ex 
cercises were held 

For those of you who feel you 
must climb to the top — the view 
is absolutely superb — there are 
116 stairs and 60 ramps

maintain the grounds outside, 
they see to it that the premises 
inside are clean at all times.

‘The Pilgrim Room has a scale 
model diorama of the merchant 
ship Mayflower. There one finds 
seashells and Indian artifacts, a 
diorama of a glass factory, old 
glass, including sandwich glass. 
You will delight in the collection 
of china, pewter, silver and home 


equipment from colonial and 
victorian days. 
There is a selection of the 


Millian, explorer of the far north 
with birds, animals, etc. He was 
one of Provincetown’s most 
famous citizens. 

In this museum you will find 
Provincetown's oldest fire engine 
and equipment, quilts, handwork 
with wreaths and jewelry made 
from human hair. You will see 
portraits, paintings of .vessels, 
maps, postcards and a diorama of 
the old wharf theater where 
Eugene O'Neill's plays were first 
performed and where the course 
of theater in this country was 
altered 

One of the monument’s steady, 
loyal employees is Margaret 
Mayo, She has been employed as 
secretary-treasurer for the’ past 
16 years. She is a resident of 
PTown. Chester Peck, Director, 
has been with the Monument 
Association since 1946. 

Mrs. Mayo said they receive a 
“safe average of 112,500 tourists a 
year.”” 

“We used to charge them ten 
cents, when there was only the 
monument. The fee increased to a 
quarter. Then it rose to fifty cents 
and so on. Today there is a fee of 
$1 for children and $2 for adults, 
and this always subject to 
change, as everything else 
today. What people find 
pressive and interesting i: 
receive no grants or anything to 
keep the museum or monument 
going. This entire project is 
support by admission fees, :

Consumer 
Reports’ auto engineers explain that 
most new cars carry at least a three 
year warranty on rust perforation 
Dealer-applied rustproofing is often a

When products such as Polyglycoat

Red tide bad news for shellfish

WASHINGTON — The red tide, 
‘a mysterious phenomenon that 
kills fish and makes shellfish 
poisonous, has again appeared in 
some areas off the east and west 
‘coasts. 

This is, of course, bad news for 
seafood lovers. Red tide also 
bodes ill for mice, which are used 
in tests for the presence of the 
malady 

Actually, red tide is a 
misnomer. It is caused not by 
tides but by a usually colorless 
accumulation of tiny marine 
algae called — dinoflagellates. 
Certain species of these one- 
celled organisms are toxic and 
when they “bloom’’ — multiply 
rapidly into large concentrations 
they become especially 
menacing 


The tide occasionally lives up to 
its color, especially around 
Florida, tinting the water a rusty 
hue. It takes about a million cells 
to color a liter of seawater, and 
Florida's blooms sometimes 
cover many square miles. One 
such bloom killed an estimated 50 
million pounds of fish. 

PACK A LETHAL PUNCH 

Shellfish such as mussels, 
clams, and oysters can grow and 
thrive on a red tide diet, and 
gradually rid themselves of the 
poison when clean waters return. 
But people who eat the bivalves 
while they're contaminated run 
the risk of a nasty case of 
paralytic shellfish "poisoning 
(PSP), which in extreme cases 
can cause death 

In the last few years, the toxic 
organisms have apparently 
spread from the coast of Nova 
Scotia as far south as Con. 
necticut 


“A hurricane that slammed 
into New England in 1972 might 
have helped trigger the trend,” 
speculates Donald M. Anderson, a 
marine biologist at Woods Hole 
Oceanographic _ Institute in 
Massachusetts. ‘Storms like that 
can stir up bottom sediments, 
flush out estuaries, and change 


the basic chemistry of the 
water,” 
A few days after the hurricane, 


a massive bloom appeared, in- 
vading waters all the way from 
Maine to Massachusetts. It was a 
toxic variety of the organism that 
hadn't been detected in the area 
before 

Although it doesn't makéfish or 
lobsters poisonous, the organism 
does play havoc with the 
shellfishing industry 
COAST MONITORED 

Shellfish add at least $20 million 


annually to Maine's economy, so 
the state has perhaps the most 
comprehensive red _tide 
monitoring system in the country. 
Shellfish are collected for testing 
from 18 sites along the coast 
every week. If a severe outbreak 
is suspected, as many as 200 
additional sites are sampled. The 
toxin can appear at any time of 
the year, but the greatest threat 
occurs during warm months. 


To test for the toxin, liquid is 
extracted from the shellfish and 
injected into mice. The quicker a 
mouse dies, the more lethal the 
poison present. Last year Maine 
tested 10,000 laboratory mice.

On July 2th, ai new 
Massachusetts law goes into 
effect which will extend special 
police powers for the enforcement 
of anti-cruelty statutes to the New 
England Anti-Vivisection Society 


(NEAVS) of Boston and the 
Berkshire Animal Protective 
Society of Pittsfield 


Representatives of the two 
organizations, following their 
appointment by the Com- 
missioner of Public Safety, will 


have the power “to arrest and 
detain any person violating any 
law for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals,”” Under Chapter 147, 
Section 10 of the General Laws, 
other groups such as the animal 
rescue leagues of New Bedford, 
Worcester and Boston, and the 
Mass. SPCA also have these 
responsibilities.

growth 

In general, mow 
high and often. Most 
lawn grasses should be 
cut to a height of 1% to 
2inches throughout the 
growing season. Your 
lawn will look neat at 
this height, and you 
will still be leaving 
enough top growth to 
produce food for a 
deep root system and 
solid dense turf. At no 


time should clipping 
amounts exceed 1-3 of 
the total leaf surface. 
If larger percentages 
are removed, normal 
growth of the lawn will 
decrease, and tips of 
the grass often turn 
yellow or brown. Mow 
according to the 
amount of growth 
produced rather than 
by a fixed time 
schedule. 


Short clippings can 
be left if mowing is 
done often. However, 
long clippings should 
be removed to prevent 
smothering of the 
grass. Finally, be sure 
the mower is sharp 
and well adjusted, and 
always mow when 
grass is dry

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Electronic typewriter workhorse | Boston Symphony 


isn't being put out to pasture

In the race to automate the office, per- 
sonal computers and word processors are 
the obvious favorites. But in that pack of 
silicon thoroughbreds, the offspring of an 
old workhorse is running strong 

The electronic typewriter is a slimmer, 
hi-tech hybrid of chip technology and the 
Clydesdale sitting on almost every secre- 
tary’s desk in the country. This new ani- 
mal can memorize phrases, letter for- 
mats, and in some cases, complete 
reports. It can display anywhere from 15 to 
90 characters on an “electronic window"’ 
to enable proofreading before printing. 
The clatter of keys 
and electric hum are 
gone. Silent circuit 
boards and daisy 
wheel printing ele- 
ments do the job 
now, 

Of the 1 million 
typewriters sold last 
year, some 300,000 of 
them were elec- 
tronic. By 1987, that 
number will rise to ys 
an estimated $40,000, “#*'* SMemonrerter 
according to Christine Hughes, a re- 
searcher at the Quantum Science Corpora- 
tion in New York, Today, more than 19 
companies sell a product that only two sold 
in 1978. 

IBM was one of the original two making 
electronic typewriters, but since then its 
share of the market has slipped. 

“IBM used to react violently to a 1 
percent market share loss, Now they're 
down to about 30 percent" (from about 80 
percent}, says Gilbert Barner of Systel 
Computer Corporation, a manufacturer of 
electronic typewriter accessories. Al- 
though IBM still has the largest share of 
the market, because of its installed base. 
its product is not among the best, accord- 
ing to industry analysts. 

Speculation is that IBM will introduce a 
new electronic typewriter by the end of 
this year, says Cliff Lindsey of Dataquest 
Inc. If it doesn't, “Xerox will at least tie 
IBM by the end of the year," Mr. Lindsey 
says. ‘‘If they had come out with partial- 
line display [a fluorescent display showing 
a portion of the typed line] in September of 
1982, they probably wouldn't be running 
this close a race," he adds. 

Despite its apparent lagging interest, 
no one expects IBM to pull out of the mar 
ket, The electronic typewriter is recog- 
nized as “‘an excellent low-end product to 
get your foot in the door |for selling other 
products to a company,” says John Mur- 
phy, vice-president of Advanced Office 
Concepts, a consulting firm in Bala. 
Cynwyd, Pa. In fact, IBM has taken in 
terim steps to maintain its position. In the 
last year, the company upgraded its exist 
ing typewriters by adding a few new fea 
tures and, in February, broadened its dis- 
tribution network. For the first time, IBM 
is selling its twpewriters through office 
‘equipment dealers. 

Still, Xerox has grabbed some 20 
percent of the market in the last 18 months 
with its Memorywriters. Why? “Because 
they have over 4,000 salesmen that can say 
‘Xerox,’ " says Mr. Lindsey. Actually, Xe- 
rox is using its copier machine base as a 
beachhead for typewriter sales. 

IBM and Xerox, however, are not 
alone. The European office typewriter 
manufacturers, Adler-Royal, Olympia 
and Docutel-Olivetti, are all within strik 
ing distance of the leaders. The front-run- 
ners can also hear the approaching 


hoofbeats of Canon, which, like Xerox, is 
working from its copier base. 

“The Japanese manufacturers {includ- 
ing Brother Industries, Sliver-Reed, and 
Sharp, which have a large slice of the con- 
sumer market}, are going to try what they 
did with the electronic calculator busi- 
ness,” says Mr. Lindsey. ‘But most of the 
US typewriter companies say they'll stay 
in the business even if they have to make 
their typewriters in Japan." 

With the Japanese moving in, prices 
are expected to come down. An office elec- 
tronic typewriter can already be bought 
for less than an IBM Selectric III, which 
lists for $1,035. Most, however, are priced 
1n the $1,000-to-$2,000 range. 

Still, why buy “new and improved” 
when a computer or 
word processor will 
handle typing, collat- 
ing, editing, and 
crunching numbers 
with greater ease 
and efficiency? 

“Sure, the word 
processor is far supe- 
rior for major editing 
and compiling of re- 
ports — anything of 
length with _revi- 
sions, But the elec 

tronic typewriter is more suited to filling 
out one-page letters, invoices, memos, and 
forms — one-time jobs that don’t need a 
major printing," says Leone Pease, a re- 
search analyst at Venture Development 
Corporation in Wellesley, Mass. 

Fortune 500 companies surveyed two 
years ago said they would be buying word 
processors. Today, the same companies 
are buying electronic typewriters instead, 
according to Ms. Hughes at Quantum Sci- 
ence, Many companies are trading in the 
old electromechanical machine for an 
electronic, ‘‘A lot has to do with price," she 
says. 

The jump in cost from a $2,000 elec- 
tronic typewriter to a $4,000 to $10,000 word 
processor or microcomputer looks like too 
great a leap, especially for smaller com- 
panies. 

If the budget permits, the electronic 
typewriter can grow to computer propor- 
tions. Syste! Computer, of San Jose, Calif., 
sells a plug-in cathode ray tube screen and 
floppy disk-drive memory for $2,900. The 
system comes with Wordstar (word pro- 
cessing) and can use Multiplan (an elec- 
tronic financial spreadsheet) software 

“You can use the typewriter as a key- 
board to access the memory and do your 
word processing completely on the screen. 
‘Then you can print it out back through the 
typewriter,” explains Dave Waible, man- 
ager of Peter Paul Office Equipment Com- 
pany Inc. in Waltham, Mass. 

But some analysts say the upgrade path 
1s the penny-wise and dollar-poor ap- 
proach. It may be cheaper in the long run, 
especially for a small business, they ar- 
gue, to buy a microcomputer with better 
word processing and business software. 

Yet, for all the newfangled features, it 
Is still a typewriter. And its nonexecutive 
image limits its market. 

‘Over the next five to 10 years, the bur- 
geoning white-collar work force is seen as 
the “big, untouched wealthy market," ac- 
cording to Mr. Murphy of Advanced Office 
Systems. The marketing strategy for elec- 
tronic typewriters is being adjusted to this 
office systems approach. “Electronic 
typewriters were first bought as stand- 
alone machines. Now they're being sold as 
part of something bigger. That is where 
Xerox and IBM are becoming more 
attractive,” says Melody Johnson, an ana 
lyst at Cable, Howse & Ragen, in Seattle 


OZAW 


A couple of years ago. when I first began 
to write about the arts in Boston, I took an 
in-depth look at the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra. How far had it come from the days 
of its former glory? Where was it likely to 
go? What did it need? 

My conclusions at the time were that the 
BSO - while pound for pound one of the 
world’s great orchestras — was basically 
flying on automatic pilot. Too little was be 
ing asked of it on a performance-by-perfor: 
mance basis. There was just too much up 
and down in the quality of the concertgoing 
experience at Symphony Hall. And there 
was too little attention paid to crafting, 
probing, and perfecting the all-important 
classical repertoire 

Musicologists I spoke to at the time 
blamed this state of affairs on music direc- 
tor Seiji Ozawa. I was less sure. Mr 
Ozawa's gifts are formidable and his poten- 
tial practically limitless. I did not agree that 
he was a liability to the orchestra. 

‘Time changed all that. Over months and 
months of concertgoing. it gradually be- 
came apparent to me that Seiji Ozawa does 
indeed lack the background and range of 
repertoire needed to keep a world-class 
symphony orchestra nourished and chal- 
lenged. Half-hearted performances of staple 
works - from Mozart to Tchaikovsky and 
from Haydn to Bruckner — have become 
commonplace. 

Visits from Klaus Tennstedt, Kurt 
Masur, and Sir Colin Davis have become ea- 
gerly awaited events at the 2 — and not 
Just because these conductors are exciting 
in their own right. Joseph Silverstein, con 
certmaster and assistant conductor of the 
orchestra, explained to me that Masur 
raises the level of the BSO's playing because 
of his “musical conviction,” Silverstein was 
not criticizing Ozawa (in fact he strenu: 
ously, if somewhat dutifully, defended him 
during our interview). But one could ask for 
no beter criticism of Maestro Ozawa than 


lack of conviction about music 
that demands it most. Flaccid, purposeless 
ensembie| playing has become a depressing 
norm durjng his tenure

Last weekend was an interesting case in 
point. 

Seiji Ozawa formally opened the BSO's 
Tanglewood summer with a program that 
turned out to be an embarrassment of 
riches. (Last year’s season-opening Beetho- 
ven Ninth Symphony was simply an 
embarrassmant.) 

The riches on hand this summer came 
compliments of sopranos Kathleen Battle 
and Leontyne Price, as well as bass-bari- 
tone Tom Krause and one of the finest as- 
semblages of orchestral players in the 
world. This combined chemistry worked 
musical wonders on opening night. I have 
never heard the orchestra and Ozawa sound 
better together than they did with the 
Brahms First Symphony, which led the pro- 
gram. Insistent, powerful, the piece seemed 
to break out of the gate from the first mea- 
sure. making itself urgently felt. 
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Snatches of the performance ~ the first 
melancholy powering of the timpant, its 
later soft-cascading joyousness, Joseph 
Silverstein's sweet-voiced violin sustained 
ina legato phrase — are still with me 

‘The performance with Leontyne Price of 
Strauss’s last four songs and the interlude 
and final scene from "Salome" was more 
problematic. Miss Price sounded glorious in 
the songs, her voice sometimes a brilliant 
bubble enveloping music and audience, 
sometimes a low, warm stream runnning 
through the ensemble. During the "Sa- 
lome,"" however, both she and the orchestra 
went a little wild for my tastes 

But the Brahms First more than made up 
for it all, especially since this is the very 
kind of music that Ozawa has always had 
problems with. Philosophical, frequently 
meditative, structurally and harmonically 
subtle, the piece requires thorough prepara- 
tion and deep-searching thought to perform 
properly. Well, not everything the piece has 
to offer was there. But this was first-class 
Brahms playing 

Then came the embarrassment of Sun- 
day afternoon and a performance of 
Haydn's “Creation” that was so desultory in 
its attack, so enervated in its inner work 
ings. that almost nothing could have saved 
it. Not even Kathleen Battle, who sang Ga- 
briel. (If the legendary ange! actually 
sounded, and looked, like Miss Battle, Mil- 
ton would have had a lot more to write home 
about.) The supple freedom of her voice, its 
sweet clarity and heavenly amplitude, must 
have been what was running through Papa 
Haydn's mind when he wrote sotne of these 
floating, transcendent melodies. 

‘The tragedy (and I don’t think I'm over- 
stating things with this word) of the after- 
hoon came in watching the performance be- 
come more and more boring. All the 
glorious and meticulous detail of the thing 
was lost in a soup of stagnant musicmaking 

Because it is this kind of conducting that 
has characterized Ozawa's reign, the per 
formance seemed to reinforce the argument 
that the BSO would be in good shape were it 
not for this kind of dull. uninspired 
conducting 

But then, there is the rest of the country 
to consider. 


. This critic gives him 
e excellent grades 


“People moan and complain about Seiji 
Ozawa," observes Joseph Silverstein, sit 
ting in the wind-swept VIP tent after the 
Sunday performance. “untt! you ask them 
whom they want to replace him. Then, they 
stop dead in their tracks." 
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He has a point. One of Ozawa’s most vo- 
cal critics in the Boston music scene grudg 
ingly acknowledges that he would be hard- 
pressed to come up with an adequate 
replacement. “I would try to get Masur, 
Tennstedt, or Davis." he muses, ““and obvi- 
ously I would fail. After that, it would be 
hard to know where to turn.” 

Pianist Samuel Lipman writes in the 
April issue of the New Criterion Magazine, 
“Of our six major orchestras — those of 
New York, Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, and Los Angeles — only one is 
secure and comfortable in its choice of con- 
ductor. and that is Cleveland's, largely be- 
cause Christoph von Dohnanyi, the orches- 
tra’s new music director, has yet to begin 
his first season.” 

So, Boston is not alone in its musical 
angst. In an era of jet-setting conductors 
who must pack a portable bag of musical 
tricks, the premium on preparation and 
growth has become increasingly smaller. 
Seiji Ozawa’s musicmaking is not the prob- 
lem. The problem is what we have come to 
expect of conductors. 

“Most orchestras have the attitude that 
they already know the piece,” explains 
Werner Torkanowski, who has guest-con- 
ducted some of the world's major orches- 
tras, “‘and the conductor should just stand 
there and wave his arms while they play 
what they learned long ago.”* This is, by the 
way, the norm in most symphonic concerts. 
‘The high standard of thought, and searching 
the music afresh, that goes into the best 
chamber music is frequently missing. 

Who cares? Certainly not the administra- 
tors of the orchestras, Boston included. 
Symphony Hall is packed during the season 
And Joseph Silverstein argues that the or- 
chestra's international reputation has never 
been higher 

Without raising the Koussevitzky era 
an obvious riposte to this observation, it is 
possible to rebut the whole financial-success 
argument. As one New York Times critic 
pointed out earlier this season, concert halls 
are filled with bored audiences listening to 
blasé musicians. Sooner or later, this bore- 
dom has to tell, if not in reduced ticket sales, 
perhaps in diminished support from cultural 
donors, Even if the dollars continue to pour 
into Symphony Hall, something more im- 
portant than money is being lost here 

Short of something as miraculous as a 
new age of musical revelation — among 
composers, as well as musicians — nothing 
can stop today's orchestras from becoming 
tomorrow's musical mausoleums. The only 
answer, it seems, is for a new generation of 
conductors and orchestral managements to 
come along and redress the obvious 
shortcomings of today's keepers of the 
musical flame. 

The Issue ts not Seiji Ozawa's excellent 
Brahms First nor his abysmal Haydn “Cre- 
ation." It is the great need for monastic ser- 
ousness and fresh inspiration In symphonic 
musicmaking. As the poet Kenneth Koch 
once wrote: ‘Iam looking for a new rebirth 
of wonder."
